Washington, D. O., April 3o—Admiral 


and Mrs Dewey started West at noon 
resterday in a special train over 
the 


Baltimore and Ohio railroad. The party 
s a private one, including only the Ad- 
miral, his wife, his secretary, Lieutenant 
Craford; Mrs. Dewey's maid and the Ad- 
miral's servant. 


The Deweys have one of the private 


cars of the road for thair personal use, 
and two other cars are used. 
These 


cars have all the modern iirprovements. 
One is dubbed the "Club car," and was 
christened by delegates to the famous 
Gridiron dinner in New York, or rather 
when this club dined with the Lotus 
club in that city. The floor is covered 
with a magniflcient carpst, and through- 
out are a series ot large and small tables. 
There is also a buffet department where 
ight lunches will be eerved. This will 
je used as a reception and dining roam 
on the Irip. A third car has baggage 
compartments, two bath rooms and six 
sleeping sections; large water tanks 'and 
leaters are arranged in the baggage end, 
so that the occupants of the train may 
snow all the comforts of hom;e en route.

special meetings once or twice a year 
to awaken the religious spirit of its 
members and to adr* converts to the 
Bock is .uot considered in proper touch 
with the Methodist idea. Through its 
missionary societies the church reaches 
out in its evangelical work over the OD- 
tire globe.

•. Orefttlttarce of Lay Workers. 


The Methodist church which has now 


about 2,870,000 members has nearly 
17,000 effective preachers engaged in its 
work. To them must be addeded 14,- 
000 men known as lay preachers who 
assist regularly in gospel work though 
tiiey aru not ordained as ministers. 
These are the men who do the regular 
work of the church. 


What bishop Thorburn would do, how- 


ever, is to add to them a force of 100,000 
church members who would consecrate 
themselves to give up partly or entirely 
their regular business occupations and 
to think and work only for he salvation 
of the eoula of their fellow men. 
He 


would organize them as strongly and 
firmly ne the Salvation Army and the 
Volunteers are organized keep them ful 
of zeal for evangelical labors aud engage 
them to a year's work with one end in 
view, If 
2,000.000 converts can be 


added to the church through them he 
would consider their work well done. I1 
more were added he vould not be sur 
prised.

by insomnia and mental worry, supposed 
to have been caused by the library and 
city hall imbroglio of last winter.

tarium and had been pleading to be al- 
lowed to return home. His father, Cash- 
ier Erb ot the First National bank, went 
to Wauwatosa for him Saturday, and 
they returned together on the afternoon 
train. The invalid seemed quite cheer- 
ful during the evening, and plans were 
discussed for a trip abroad to bounder 
taken in about two weeks. 


At 7 o'clock yesterday morning, be- 


fore the family had arisen, tho sound ot 
a shot waa heard, and upon going to his 
room, ho was found djing on the bed, 
dressed except for a coat, aod with a 
bullet hole in his temple.

The revolver he 
used was one he had owned for many 
yeara.

STRONG NAVY IS NECESSARY 


Washington, D. C., April 30—Secre- 


tary 
of War Root's declaration in 


New York last week that the United 
States will have to abandon the Monroe 
doctrine or tight for its maintenance has 
attracted a great deal of attention here. 
In relation to his New York speech 
Secretary Boot said today. 


Should Be Iteady For It, 


"The spirit of colonization and of 


commercial conquest and political ag- 
grandizement is now pretty 
strong 


throughout the world. Against certain 
manifestations of this spirit, so far as 
the American continet is concerned, we 
have set up the Monroe doctrine.Sooner 
or later the world spirit and the Ameri- 
can doctrine are likely to come into con- 
flict. It may not be for ten or twenty 
or fifty years, but when the collision 
does come I say the United States 
should be ready for it." 


Secretary Boot has voiced the opinion 


of many of the most observant public 
men in Washington. 
A clash of Euro- 


pean interests with the Monroe doctrine 
is 
regarded as well nigh inevitable. 


When it comes no one expects Ameri- 
can to take the path of retreat. - The 
administration which should abandon 
tbe 
doctrine 
would 
remain 
in 


power 
only 
till 
the 
people 


could 
replace 
it 
with 
another. 


Public opinion seems to be pretty 


nearly unanimous in support of the 
Monroe principle, and there is there- 
fore, in the opinion of prudent men, all 
the more reason why the United States 
should prepare to maintain its conten- 
tions. This means a steady upbuilding 
of the navy and a rational and scientific 
improvement of the army. 


Climax May Come Suon. 


A clash between European interests 


and the Monroe doctrine may come 
sooner than most statesmen have ex- 
pected it. Tbe Nicirapua Canal may 
bring it on. If the peoopleof the United 
States persist in their present determi 
nation to have the canal an all-American 
water way* a part of our coast line, as 
Mr. Elaine expressed it, and with forti- 
ficatioas aod the right and the power to 
close it at any time, we may have to 
confront a United Europe. 
This is a 


problem which appears to be rapidly 
working to a climax, and within a yea'r 
or two the crisis may be upoa us,

about forty others. A temporary bridge 
fell upon a passing crowd. The acci- 
dent threw a pall over an 
immense 


throng who had profited by the mag- 
nificent weather to visit the exposition. 
Sunday's was probably the record at- 
tendance. 
Not merely the interior of 


the grounds, but the precincts 
also 


were crowded, and the concourse was 
particularly great along the Avenue de 
Sufroo, 
which forms the 
northern 


boundary of the grounds. 
Here Is sit- 


uated a big sideshow, the 
celestial 


globe. A foot bridge on .which the fin- 
ishing touches were being put today, 
crosses the-Avenue <le Sufren connect- 
ing the sideshow with the exposition. 
It was constructed ot wood and a stuc- 
co facade 
and 
with a plaster-made 


tower at each end. 


Strangely 
enough, the .bridge had 


been condemned on'v Sunday morning 
as unsafe by the exposition authorities. 
The public was therefore not allowed 
to go upon the structure, and in this 
way a disaster oven more terrible than 
that which occurred was averted. The 
gay crowd was passing along the ave- 
nue, and some hundred or more per- 
sons were walking beneath the bridge 
when suddenly an ominous crash was 
heard. Before those underneath could 
turn aside the structure fell with a 
fearful crash, burying nearly fifty. 
A 


shout of horror rose from the spec- 
tators, mingled with the cries of the 
Victims. For a moment nothing could 
be distinguished but a cloud of dust 
and plaster. A scene of the greatest 
excitement 
and 
confusion followed. 


But this lasted only a few seconds. Al- 
most immediately the crowd attacked 
the debris in aa effort to release those 
lying beneath. 
The workmen within 


the grounds who had witnessed the ac- 
cident, the police and the republican 
guards, together with quite a number 
of soldiers, joined in the rescue work. 
The promenaders forgot their Sunday 
attire, and covered 
themselves 
with 


dirt and grime in tearing away the 
rubbish with their 
hands, 


beams and poles wen 
the half-finished buildings near by and 
used as levers to raise the fallen mass. 


The victims first recovered 
were 


mostly only the injured, the dead be- 
ing found later beneath the center of 
the structun. Messengers were 
dis- 


patched to bring firemen and sappers 
with their equipments, and the first 
body was found after a quarter of an 
hour's frantic labor. It was that of a 
little grrl about 7 rears old, whose 
head was horribly 
crushed. 
Victim 


after victim was brought to light until 
a row of nine mutilated corpses had 
been placed upon the 
sidewalk and 


nearly forty other persons, soma badly 
and others less seriously injured, had 
been carried in ambulances or driven 
to the hospitals. 
A family composed 


of father, mother and two girls nar- 
rowly escaped destruction. 
The pa- 


rents, who happened to be a little 
ahead, had gone under the bridge, the 
children following, just at the moment 
of the collapse. 
The 
parents 
were 


killed, but the children sprang back 
and escaped with a few scratches. 
A 


cyclist had his wheel smashed, 
but 


himself escaped unhurt. The dead are 
three men, two women and one child. 
The weighty plaster towers seem to 
have been responsible for the fall of 
the structure. 
Commissioner-General 


Picard and other high officials of the 
exposition arrived shortly after the ac- 
cident and -superintended the work of 
relief. President Loubet sent an offi- 
cer of his household for information. 
Several soldiers .were among the in- 
jured and many of their comrades 
were foremost in giving assistance. 
The disaster was the leading topic of 
discussion in the cafes and 
at 
the 


other Paris resorts Sunday 
evening, 


and 
strong 
criticism 
was 
leveled 


against the exposition authorities for 
allowing an unfinished

jeopardize the lives of citizens, fears

Nearly 6,000 Are Booked—Twenty-Five 


Steamships and Many Schooners 
Will Carry Gold Hunters North 
During May—Scramble For Gold 
Has Begun Early. 


Seattle, Washington, April 30--Be- 


ginning today with the sailing of the 
steamer Jeanie of the Pacific 
Steam 


Whaling Company, tho great rush for 
the Cape Nome gold fields will be on for 
the season. 


The twenty-five steamers that will 


leave here for Nome during May have 
booked 5,838 passenger and 25,525 tons 
of freight for thsir first sailings, leaving 
less than 200 tickets available for May 
passages by steam. 
Sailing craft are 


leaving this port at the rate of two a 
day, and have been doing BO for the lasl 
week. 


The Jeanie, first to sail, will take 


eights passengers and 
400 tons oi 


freight from this port and expects to be 
one ot the first to reach Nome when the 
obstructing ice has broken. 


F or several weeks people have been 


arriving here by tho hundreds to ge 
ready to make ttia northward trip, and 
have Billed all the hotels to such an ex- 
tent that it has been difficult for t,rans-> 
ient travelers to get accommodations. 
The steamship offices have been crowded 
with applications for berths and freight 
room,'and many of the companies have 
been refusing passengers. 


'Of the twenty five steamships that are 


scheduled to leave here for Nome in 
May, two promise to get away on the 
1st, seven on the lOlb, three on the 15th, 
one on the 17th, two on the 19th, fire on 
the 20th, one on the 24th, two on the 
29th, one on the 30th, and one on the 
31st. 


The vessels to sail on the 20th havfi 


booked 1,567 passengers and 4,900 tone 
of general merchandise. This probably 
will be the liveliest .day ot the year, as 
several vessels will also leave that day 
for Skagway. 


• Taking the average charge of 890 per 
passenger and $40 a ton for freight, it is 
seen1 that the steamships will get a total 
gross rerenue during next mouth of 
$1,561,300. The: operators of fourteen 
of the vessels state that they intend to 
make four trips each to Nome during the 
season, five will make three trips each, 
and the remaining'six one trip each. 


The net registered tonnage of the 


steamers to sail next month ia 25,652 
tons, or a quarter of the entire tonnage 
departing for Alaska last year. 


The value of the freight booked for 


the May sailings, estimated at$100.a 
ton. which is a conservative figure, will 
be $2,522,500.

Newness is not so essential a 


factor as tbat every bit of clothing 
shall 
be Immaculately clean, 
well 


. pressed and iu harmony. 


Where a maul Is iu attendance the 


problem of keeping garments in a 
presentable condition is not so com- 
plicated, but when each member of 
the family takes care of his or her own 
clothes the situation becomes perplex- 
ing, and arrangements that tend to 
lessen the cares are eagerly sought. 


For the benefit ot those who have 


closets and 
those who contemplate 


building new ones or remodeling old 
ones I would like to describe a few 
which have recently been pointed out 
as being quite up to date. 


The old fashioned notion that closets 


used for packing away winter gar- 
ments should be perfectly dark and as 
nearly airtight as possible has beeu 
shown to have been erroneous. Now 
we have deep, loug closets that boast 
of good sized windows admitting plen- 
ty of fresh air anil sunlight: Coat clos- 
ets that find lodging under the stairs 
in our new houses are found to be vast- 
ly more satisfactory and serviceable by 
the simple addition of a single small 
window. 


For the shallow closets intended for 


daily use and which arc usually found 
in chambers and living rooms the win- 
clow is not so essential, but when it is 
possible to have one It Is always desir- 
able. 


Some closets in a house by no means 


new, but which has beon reconstructed 
from time to time to meet the needs of 
a growing family, show the tendencies 
of the present generation toward use- 
fulness, orderliness and beauty. One 
particular closet which resembled the 
wardrobe of our grandmothers was 
built out into the square room In such 
a manner that the light from a north 
window would fall directly upon the 
contents of drawers and shelves. 


Perhaps the beautiful lingerie aud 


the dainty lace edged shelves lent a 
charm to the otherwise not unusual 
closet, or maybe it was the original use 
to which the closet had beeu-put that 
made the effect so entertaining. At any 
rate few closets could have been better 
suited or more admirably arranged for 
holding-such pretty effects. 


To. begin with, the closet was not 


more than two feet deep and uboL-t 
throe feet long. A large mirror was tit- 
ted into the door. There were three 
drawers and as many shel"es. 
The 


whole 
interior was 
painted white. 


while the room was decorated with oak 
In its natural color. The shclvps and 
drawers were lined with violet scented 
saclicts of white India silk embroider- 
ed in a dainty design which hung down 
a few inches over the edges of the 
shelves. 


The immaculate lingerie, with dainty 


blue drawing ribbons, reposed on the 
redolent paddings, one suit upon the 
other. Two shelves wnro IISCM! in this 
way, while ou the third were the 
starchy shirt waists. 
The delicately 


scented drawers were used for light 
waists of organdie and silk. 


On another side of the room stood 


what seemed to be a small bookcase 
•with colored glass windows. It prov- 
ed to be a cuso for shoes and slippers, 
every ouo of which was stuffed with 
paper and stood by itself, not touch- j 
ing its neighbor. Some of the daintier 
slippers were wrapped iu tissue paper. 
The shelves were filled with slices, 
nud it is said of them that no one pair 
is worn twice in succession because a 
day's rest iu between tends to make 
a shoe keep its shape longer and wear 
better. 


Another closet with three mirror 


doors was built the full length of one 
side of a room. The swinging doors 
served as a triply mirror. It hud n 


there wore chests of drawers four feet 
long, three feet wide au^t about four 
inches deep. 
Each 
drawer 
held a 


skirt. When such care can be bestow- 
ed upon garments, very little creasing 
results even after mouths of packing 
away. 
With a lengthwise folding of a 


skirt the undesirable marks may be 
avoided by simply crumpling a few 
sheets of tissue paper aud placing 
them between the goods. 


There was ouo closet arranged with 


shelves only, on which stood papier 
macho bodice forms. 
Those were In- 


tended for heavy waists where the 
weight of the goods alone is sufficient 
to crush putting trimmings. They were 
covered with plain, close fitting waists 
In white silk which, could be removed 
and laundered as occasion required. 


The idea of the light silk covers was 


to prevent the black cotton with which 
those forms are always covered from 
rubbing off on the light waist linings.
